Every 
precedent in 
the navy’s history, the message 
says, provides for such a reply. 
“ Huerta’s stipulation that our 
ships must return the salute if 
a salute is given the American 
flag by the Mexicans, is merely 
a request that the usual forms 
be complied with,” said Sena­ 
tor Shively. 
“That does 
not, 
however, 
constitute a recognition of Huer­ 
ta as the head of a de jure gov­ 
ernment in Mexico. 
It is a rec­ 
ognition of the de facto gov­ 
ernment, just as our original 
demand was a recognition of the 
de facto government. But there 
is no de jure 
government 
in 
Mexico that we recognize.” 
Other authorities on interna­ 
tional lawr disagreed with Sena­ 
tor Shively. 
The alternative presented by 
Huerta still leaves the adminis­ 
tration’s course undecided. 
Senator Lodge, 
ranking re­ 
publican member of the foreign 
relation committee, 
held th a t 
return of a salute 
by Huerta 
would be a “back down” on tile 
part of the United States. 
“ A return of H uerta’s salute to 
our flag would make us ridiculous 
and it is inconceivable,” 
declared 
Lodge. 
“A salute to our flag by tho 
Mexicans as an apology for the In­ 
sult inflicted the other day when our 
sailors were arrested would be sym­ 
bolical. But the moment we return 
that salute it become merely an ex­ 
change of courtesies, and is absolute­ 
ly valueless as an apology for any 
insult offered. 
“Not only does the return of the 
salute wipe out the apologetic nature 
of this function, but it involves rec­ 
ognition by the United States gov­ 
ernment of Huerta. 
“It is inconceivable that the Unit­ 
ed States government would accept 
any such absurd terms as those of­ 
fered by Huerta and I am confident 
they will not be accepted.” 
That the crisis is about to ba 
ended with a “back down” by Presi­ 
dent Huerta was. the opinion express­ 
ed in high official circles this after­ 
noon. 
That President Huerta’s sa­ 
lute to the American flag as demand­ 
ed by President Wilson will be fired

M’GREGOR, Iowa, April 16.— The 
Curtis Brothers' Handle manufactur­ 
ing business will move from Lan­ 
sing to McGregor. The company has 
rented the building next the Elec­ 
tric light plant on 
the 
McGregor- 
North McGregor road and will occu­ 
py it as soon as needed repairs have 
been made. 
The building is 
well 
adapted for the business. 
It stands 
beside a side track and also is close 
enough to the river bank so that the 
raw material may easily be transfer­ 
red from barges. Electirc power will 
be used to run the machinery. 
The 
sawdust, shavings, and other refuse 
will be blown directly from the fac­ 
tory into tile furnaces of the electric 
plant. 
The Curtis family has been mak­ 
ing axe and hammer handles for 
three generations. 
The father and 
grandfather before him made them 
by hand. 
The three sons who now 
conduct the business were born and 
bred to handle making. The handles 
they are manufacturing, sixty differ­ 
ent kinds of them, have no superior 
on the market. Within Hie last two 
or three years the business has ex­ 
panded rapidly almost doubling itself 
within the past six months. 
The 
company is now shipping all through 
the middle west, selling to railroads, 
manufacturing concerns 
and whole­ 
sale and retail dealers. White oak is 
used exclusively. The company has 
found there is an almost unlimited 
supply of it in northeastern Iowa and 
southwestern Wisconsin and antici­ 
pate expanding 
their business con­ 
siderably in the near future. 
The factory at 
Lansing burned 
down about a month ago. The fine 
advantages of McGregor as a ship­ 
ping point have influenced the broth­ 
ers to move to this city instead of 
starting up again at Lansing.
